Lewis Clifton Parcell Barn 


Lewis Clifton Parcell was the builder of the large barn found at 
490 West Main Canyon Road in Wallsburg. It was built around 1920 
or a little earlier, out of red pine. It was a hay barn with box stalls 
for horses and cows. They also had a pen to fatten pigs. Harris 
Parcell, son, said that they had pigeons the full length of the barn, 
and occasionally his mother would make a pigeon pie and son Mark 
would cry over the pigeons-The Parcells had 25 fruit trees and a 
large garden. They had a truck farming business. 

In the top of the barn. as in many other of the barns, there was 
a steel track with a hay fork to put the hay in the barn more easily. 
The roof originally was shingled, but part of it was replaced by a 
metal roof by Clayton Gardner, present owner 

Mac Parcell purchased the property from his father in 1948, 
and then sold it to Mr. Gardner in 1955.
